I ought to get home as soon as possible, | 
saw the vessel depart from Detroit, and 
took a pilot, travelled on horseback through 
the wilderness, and, travelling more rapid 
than usuabin this country, reached Carey 
in less than five days. 


“Arrival home. 


On the tith of June, aftera tour of be- 
tween five and six months, | was allowed to 
embrace, at.their lowly abode, my family 
and fellow missionaries, and the very chil- 
dren (native scholars in our family.) for 
whom I had lately been allowed to plead 
within reach of many a generous hand. 

While I rejoiced in the providence that 
had mercifully hovered over the mission, 
and felt that the obligation of gratitude on 
that account was peculiar, I perceived the 
situation of my beloved missionaries to be 
truly pitiable. Their numberhad not been 
proportioned to the burthen of labours and 
cares a their peculiar circumsiances 

themto bear ; andthe effort to 
take care of every department of the mis- 
sion, had been made at the expense of no 
inconsiderable portion of health and com- 
fort. Tne contemplation of these things 
deeply affect my heart, and seldom fail to 
wel my€heeks withtears, ‘Thezealof my 
agsociates makes me feel little in their pre- 
sence. 


Wants of the Station. , 

About 5 miles from home, my pleasant anti- | 
cipations of shaking hands mere sadly inter- 
rupted by intelligence of the scarcity of bread- 
stuff at the mission. We sent two of our Indian 

youth to. e to hold out a signal that 
should direct the, vessel to the proper landing, 
and to take med little flour immediately on 
its arrival, bring to us oan horseback.—- 

All our flour, exept a few pounds for the 
small children, and the sick, had been con- 
sumed 3; and on the 18th June, we found we 
had no more corn than would last us the fol- 
lowing day. None was so uneasy as myself, 
because all expected the arrival of the vessel 
sooner than [ did, and I was afraid to disclose 
the extent of my fears. But, happily for us, 
on the evening of this day, one of our boys ar- 
rived with a beast loaded with flour taken 
from the vessel. 

* All the donations, &c. to the mission, to- 
gether with the greater part of our flour and 
salt, we have received at this place, having 
brought it up the St. Joseph river (25 miles) 
in periogues, (large canoes) one of which will 
carry 20 barrels of flour, and is propelled 
against the stream by the strength of four 
men, with poles instead of oars. 

It had beea’ thought that the state of things 
had net admitted of an increase of the family 
ia my absence; only one native scholar had, 
therefore, been received. 

Disposition of the Indians. 

It is with much satisfaction that [ state to 
you, my dear brother, that we discover the 
disposition of the surrounding Indians to be 
increasingly favourable to the mission, Six 
of their children have been brought to our 
family since lL reached home. These came 
without solicitation on our part, and under 
circumstances tvo affecting to be refused ad- 
mission, notwithstanding our family were al- 
ready so very Numerous. We have now 59 
native scholars, having lately stricken one off 
the list for long absence. 

Could you see and hear parents and chil- 

ren begging us to take the latter unde: our 
care, you would feel assured that if we had 
done no more, we had, at ieast, convinced the 

Indians around us, that they had seme sin- 
cere friends whose faces they had uever seen, 
and who were willing to contribute to their 


relief. 
Reception of a beneficiary. 

On the 15th of June, a Putawatemie, who 
resides near the lake, brought to us a little 
girl. whom she desired us to adopt inio our 
family, assigning as a reason for so doing, 
that “the Indians die very fast, so that it 
seems they will soon all be . have 
brought my daughtr hither, in hopes that she 
may learn something good before her death.” 
The child igtapparently about nine years of 
age, can speak no English, her father is dead, 
her original name is Agat. Believing her to 
be @ promising girl, and being pleased with 
the circumstances under which she came '0 
us, we selected her for the beneficiary of 
“¢ The Female Industrious Society of the 3d 
Baptist Cherch in Boston,” and, agreeably 
to the directions of said society, conferred ou

REVIVAL OF RELIGION. 
of a letter, dated Funday’s Bush, N. 
¥. Aug, 10, 1824. 
Dear Brother, 


As | saw in Zion’s Herald of Jane 16, a 


sketch of a revival in Tonda’s Bush, (1 sup- 


pose Funday’s Bush was intended) among the 


Presbyterians, 1 thought it best to give a 
statement of the glorious work in getieral 
through this region, and then, if you see fit, 
you can send an extract, or the whole, if you 
think proper, to the Herald, for publication. 
The first Sabbath in July, 1823.1 commenc- 
ed my labours in this town, Nothing was 
discovered save a crowded congregation, till 
some time in the month of September or Oc- 
tober, when three or four persons were con 
vinced of sin, and soon after experienced re- 
livion, 
mevtings for the purpose of conversing with 
serious minds. From ten to twenty attended, 
yet these convictions did not appear to be 
deep. The public meetings were crowded, 
and frequently the whole congregation bathed 
in tears, and we were in expectation that God 
would crown our labours with the conversion 
of souls. About the middle of February fol- 
lowing, I removed to this village, as before I 
had lived 12 miles distant. On entering the 
village L invited all the villagers to attend a 


conference with me on Thursday evening, 


and to pray for the spread of the Redeemer’s 
kingdom. The first was held in a private 
house—a season long to be remembered.— 
The divine presence was more and more real- 
ized in our meeting, and the sighs and tears 
of the congregation spoke this language, ‘ Oh, 
that my load of sin were gone.’ 

About this time, the Rev. Mr. Davis, who 


‘was preaching in the Presbyterian congrega- 


gation, called on me and requested to join 
me in the meetings, and his labours were 
a great help to forward the revival. 

The face of our village appeared to be 
changed. Merriment: was tarned into seri- 
ousness, and the concern became, * what 
shall we do to-be saved ?”” 

God now began to comfort mourners ; and 
at almost every meeting some instance of 
His power would add new solemnity to the 


} scene, ‘The newborn souls became preachers 


of righteousness, and proclaimed a God who 
hath power on earth to forgive sins. 

Phe work is by no means confined to this 
village. At the east part of the town it is 
now spreading, and a little to the west, in 


‘| Kingsborough, the cloud gathers thick, and

During this work in Funday’s Bush, there 
have been added to the Baptist Church 17—

CATHEDRAL &T MONTREAL. 

On Wednesday the Ist inst. the corner stone of 
this edifice was laid with “all due solemnities.”

Nor can this be a matter of surprise to those 
whojare acquainted with the depravity of the 
human heart. We need all the help we can 
receive in our journey towards heaven; and 
but few can resist what is pressed upon them, 
by the warm affections of a beloved relative, 
even though their consciences may testify that 
it is evil. A Job could resist and reprove the 
wicked suggestions. of his wife, but alas ! 
more generally, the Christian is greatly injur- 
ed by his having an ungodly companion, for 
** who can go upon hot coals, and his clothes 
not be burned,” 

This, alas, has not been aisolitary instance 
of unhappiness arising from this cause, with 
which I have been acquainted. A few years 
ago, I had reason to fear that Miss G. a young 
lady in my congregation, fof a very interest 
ing character, was listening to the addresses 
of a young man who, with all his zealous pre-, 
tensions to religion, I suspected had only as- 
sumed it as a mask, in order to deceive her 
as to his real character. But in vain did | 
warn her, and entreat her to make the subject 
a ta@iter of deep consideration, and earnest 
prayem; in vain did 1 beseech her, and that 
withtears, to pause before she threw herself 
into the arms of a man whom I feared would 
effect het ruin, and destroy her happiness for 
life. Her affections had been wrought upon 
by his bewitching promises, and in a short 
time they were married. And soon did she 
experience a melancholy change ; misery has 
ever since been her portion. She is debarred 
from the house of God; is deprived of nrany 
ofthe comforts of life; and is the ushappy 
subject of the most brutal condact. Now, 
when, alas! it is too late, she regrets that she 
did vot follow my advice, and with bitter 
tears deplores her hasty and improper von- 
duct, aud laments that the subject was not 
made by her the subject of earnest prayer. 

My object in bringing these instances be- 
fore the reader, is to impress him with the 
vast importance of reflection and prayer, be- 
fore he enters on a state attended with conse- 
quences so momentous. The drowning of 
the old world, the defection of Solomon, and 
the unhappiness of Sampson, were all to be 
traced to improper marriages. No conduct 
can be more inconsistent with his profession, 
than fora Christiaa to marry one who loves 
not the Saviour, who can take no interest in 
the things he holds most dear, who will make 
the objects he dislikes the pursuit of her life, 
and whe, at death, takes a farewell of him

The young 
king will probably be placed, for a time, 
under the guardianship of some experienc- 
ed chief, (perhaps Krimakoo, the prime 
minister,) all of whom, $0 far as is known, 
are warmly io favour of the missionaries. 
His minority will afford a favourable oppor- 
tunity for the instructions of the missiona- 
ries to take effect ;—and in this way, with 
the blessing of God, the sudden removal of 
the king and queen from the throne and 
from life, may be found to eventuate in the 
more speedy and perfect triumph of morali- 
ty and religton in the Sandwich Islands.”’

After mentioning various journeys of the 
Frenck Emperor, to inspect the fortifica- 
tions of his empire, Las Casas says : 

** On one of these occasions, he happen- 
ed to fall in with a Captain or Lieutenant 
Colonel of Engineers, who was modestly 
assisting in the fortifications of the place, 
and with whom he entered into discussion 
of certain points connected with the business 
in which he was engaged. Shortly after, 
the officer received a letter informing him 
he was appointed aid-de-camp to the Empe- 
ror, and directing him to repair to the Tuil- 
eries, to enter upon his duties. The poor 
officer was filled with astonishment; he 
thought he was dreaming, or that the letter 
hag been misdirected. He was se extreme- 
ly diffident and possessed so little know- 
ledge of the world that this announcement 
of his promotion threw him into a great per- 
plexity, He recollected having once seen 
me in Antwerp, and he begged | would ren- 
der him my assistance. Accordingly, on 
my aprival at Paris, he came and assured 
me of his total ignorance of court manners, 
and the embarrassment he felt in presenting 
himself to the Emperor. However, | soon 
succeeded in encouraging him, and before 
he reached the gate of the palace, he had 
mustered a tolerable degree of confidence.— 
Phis officer was Gen. Bernard, whose great 
talents were brought into notice by this cir- 
cumstance, and at the time of our disasters, 
proceeded to America, where he was plac- 
ed at the head of the military works of the 
United States. 

‘« Napoleon loved to take people thus by 
surprise. Whenever he discovered talent, 
be never failed to raise it to its proper 
sphere, without suffering himself to be 
swayed by any secondary considerations. 
This was one of his must striking character- 
istics.’’—Pat.
